frightful disease. 
W hen her condition was 
explained to h er E lla confessed th at her 
com panions were sim ilarly afflicted. T his 
was reported to the respective parties, and 
by noon three fam ilies learned to their hor­ 
ror of their children’s condition. 
T he four 
girls were taken together and they all told 
the sam e story as to th e m anner in which 
they had been assaulted by Ah Foo, at 
periods dating back as far as last June. 
A h Foo's laundry is in the basem ent near 
M ain street, and they confessed th at w hen 
sent after the wash or to pay a bill, they 
had been induced to rem ain by the prom ise 
of a present, and were then given som e­ 
thing to drink, w hich pu t them to sleep, 
during w hich tim e they were assaulted. 
F ortunately for the prisoner he lived in 
the E ast am ong conservative people, or he 
w ould not have seen the sun rise yesterday. 
D uring the hight of the clam or around 
the jail, th e Selectmen, accom panied by 
the pastor of th e C ongregational Church, 
appeared before the building aud im plored 
th e citizens to respect the law , and rem em ­ 
ber they were in M assachusetts and not in 
A rizona and return hom e, prom ising th at 
the prisoner should not escape punish­ 
m ent.

THE CASE OF AH F00. 


In staid and proper Massachusetts there 
is now intense excitement over an atro­ 
cious crime committed by a Chinese laun- 
dryman. 
The 
excitement centers at 
GreenCeld, the scene of the bestiality of 
Ah Foo. Received by the people of the 
town with open arms, treated as a man 
and a brother, taken into church aud Sun­ 
day-school, taught in the arts of civiliza­ 
tion, encouraged to study and learn, and 
generally petted by a people who have 
looked upon the Chinaman in America as 
persecuted for blood’s sake, this rascally 
fellow has rewarded their trustfulness by 
entrapping little girls of the community 
to the number of a dozen or more—who 
were sent to his laundry on legitimate 
errands—drugging them, and while in this 
helpless condition violating these mere 
children. To add to the enormity of the 
offense it is now discovered that the little 
ones have been, by this beast, infected with 
a loathsome disease. 
No wonder that the people of Green­ 
field gathered to tear the miscreant limb 
from limb. 
That under such terrible 
provocation they listened to counsel and 
withheld their hands is surprising. For 
at best, when the wretch is convicted 
he can be imprisoned only for a brief term 
in a penitentiary, where he will live on 
better fare, and at greater case than ever 
before known to him. The mob was con­ 
jured to remember that tbey were in con­ 
servative, law-abiding Massachusetts, and 
not in the wilds of Western Territories, 
and that they could not afibrd to disgrace 
their State by snatching the prisoner from 
the law. That we cannot gainsay; mob 
violence at any and all times is indefensi­ 
ble; the processes of the law arc the or­ 
derly means of civilization; the mob and the 
lynching party look backward toward bar­ 
barity, and typify disorder and anarchy 
The one secures life and property, and 
with judicial calm metes out punishment 
to offenders; the other puts in peril everv 
man s life and possessions and stakes social 
order upon the whim of angry passions. 
But the law is inadequate to fittingly 
punish the crime of Ah Foo. 
He will 
escape the penalty his monstrous villainy 
demands. In his own country, for less 
offense, he would he tortured to death. 
But all future offenders of this order with 
us ought to be made to take their lives in 
their own hands, when they enter upon 
such a career. Death is too speedy and 
genteel punishment 
lor this class of 
criminals; 
the gallows 
for such 
as 
these 
is 
too 
select 
a 
platform. 
Murderers 
have 
a 
right 
to 
pro­ 
test against the agency of their taking off' 
being degraded to the employment of 
breaking the necks of wretches who drug, 
violate and disease our defenseless little 
girls. What can the laws of Massachusetts 
say to the broken-hearted mothers of 
Greenfield, whose idols have been contam­ 
inated, and the hearthstones of whose 
homes echo to their moaning? Let the 
man who reads this and looks upon the 
innocent face of the pure girl of ten or 
twelve whose soft arms embrace him with 
a daughter’s tenderness, fancy, if he can, 
fitting punishment for the man—black, 
white or brown—who crushes such flowers 
ef affection, as did the Weastial Chinaman 
Ah Foo, with the chi Id-daughters of 
Greenfield. 
Our dislike for the Chinaman on this 
coast, where we know his coarseness for 
what it is, and understand his estimate of 
females, and his ingrained disregard for 
virtue, intensifies our horror over the 
Greenfield outrage, and dcej>ous onr sym­ 
pathy for the sorrowing mothers whose 
babes have been made the victims of Ori­ 
ental lust. W e are not to forget, however, 
that our own civilization has produced 
beasts of this order, and that men of our 
own raw have been guilty of similar 
crimes. Nevertheless, it is not to he lost 
right of that the coolie Chinaman puts r.o 
such value upon female virtue as we do • 
that along the human-freighted rivers 
from whose banks he came, female children 
arc openly expired for sale; that the class 
of females he brings to our shores are those 
born :ui:l raised for the most debased pur­ 
poses. 
That the people 
of 
Massachusetts 
should 
receive 
a 
lesson 
oo 
Chi­ 
nese character will, sorrowful as it is, 
not 
be profitless. 
They have 
been 
warned against tins noil-assimilative im­ 
migrant ; they have been told over and 
again that he is not fit to be taken to their 
bosoms or invested with trusts usually re­ 
posed in those who serve. They have 
mocked us for our advice, and pronounced 
our counsel to be the result of passionate 
and unreasoning prejudice. They will, 
through such bitter experiences as those 
of Greenfield, learn that we have not ex­ 
aggerated or misrepresented concerning 


the Chinaman in America, and his unfit- , 
ness to take a place in our scheme of civ- j 
ilization. 
But the question remains, shall not 
American civilization evolve punishment, 
meet for the wretches, whatever the color 
of their skin or the land of their nativity, 
before whom our daughters are in peril 
and the sanctity of our homes is hut an 
object of scoffing? If such crimes are to 
be recognized at all by punitive measures, 
the penalty ought to wholly or utterly 
exclude all thought of reformation, and 
the punishment be such as to strike terror 
to the souls of all lustful “human beasts.”

THE CHOLEBA PASSENGERS. 


We suppose that it ought to be assumed 
that the health authorities at New York 
understand their business, and will not 
take any grave risk of spreading the chol­ 
era hv discharging the passengers of the 
ship Alesia, as they have done. But the 
fear caunot be concealed that the step is a 
hasty and unwise one. The comfort, con­ 
venience and time of the cabin passengers 
is nothing compared to the ]>cril of intro­ 
ducing the cholera into a land of 60,000,000 
population. These passengers were de­ 
tained but ten days. In that time, of their 
original number fifteen have died of chol­ 
era in the lower hay of New York harbor, 
while eight were buried at sea. Eleven 
others are still sick with the disease and 
detained upon Swinburne Island. Of all 
attacked but six have fully convalesced. 
Thus out of eight hundred passengers on 
the ship the fatality, under the most fav­ 
orable sanitary conditions, has been nearly 
three per cent., and the stricken have iCj>- 
resented six per cent. Such results in a 
settled community of 800 would cause 
widespread alarm throughout the laud. 
It has been demonstrated over and again 
that the cholera germs often escape fumi­ 
gation, and even saturation in many sup­ 
posed germicides. In Brazil it was proved 
that the earth above the graves of cholera 
victims bred the germs, and from it the 
disease was spread, even as late as two 
years after burial. 
“ Cholera-clothing ” 
thoroughly fumigated nt Gibraltar and 
worn at open sea for three months, and fre­ 
quently washed meanwhile, was sent to 
laundry at Marseilles, and those who 
washed it were speedily stricken with the 
cholera. A ship that left Morroeo when 
the cholera prevailed, after thorough fum­ 
igation, was at sea many months with no 
cholera cases. On arrival in Bueno Ayres, 
however, 
some 
of 
the 
crew were 
stricken, 
and 
the 
plague 
at 
once 
spread ujmn the land. 
Chile left her 
harbors open to ships from cholera ports, 
applying only quarantine; Peru closed 
here utterly ; the latter escaped the dis­ 
ease, the former suffered from it. These 
are but a few instances from among scores, 
going to show that an absolute embargo 
against all communication with cholera 
infected ports is the only safe policy. The 
Alesia’s passengers should have been se­ 
questered a month or more, their clothing 
and baggage destroyed by fire, and the 
ship itself burned to the water’s edge. 
All the sanitary authorities of standard 
character are agreed upon this procedure 
in similar cases, and many of them go so 
far as to protest against inhumation of the 
bodies of victims of the cholera plague, 
but insist that cremation is the proper 
means of disposal of the remains, at least, 
they are all agreed that destroying agents 
should be placed in tha coffins of victims 
when buried. Under all the circumstances, 
in the light of all experience in Europe, 
Asia and South America, it docs seem that 
Hie health authorities of New York ha'rc 
exposed the people of the whole country to 
great danger. 


A FAILURE OF JUSTICE. 
If Creighton, the convicted San Fran­ 
cisco jury-fixcr, lias fled—leaving the 
sureties on his bail bond in the lurch—a 
practical failure of justice is to be recorded. 
He was held in but $10,000 bail. To such 
a man and his friends the sum was insig­ 
nificant, and they can well afford to rec­ 
ompense the bondsmen for their loss. But 
then, who has memory of a hail bond being 
sued upon and 
recovery had? 
Such 
things may have been, but if so, they have 
been as rare as angels’ visits. When 
Creighton was convicted his bail should 
have been increased. If $10,000 of bond 
assurance was deemed necessary to secure 
the attendance of a man presumed by the 
law to be innocent, and one of whose ac­ 
complices liad already been discharged, 
what was the Court thinking about when 
it let the convicted man depart upon the 
same bond? Surely the risk to justice had 
been vastly increased; why not, then, raise 
the bond? What was the District Attor­ 
ney thinking about that he should put in 
peril the fruits of his victory by neglect to 
move the Court to require greater security 
for the appearance of the prisoner for sen­ 
tence ? We have no knowledge that will 
justify suspicion of collusion, but the Court 
and prosecuting officer cannot escape the 
imputation many will utter that suspicion 
is justified that there was more than 
neglect in the case. We have no belief that 
there was, but the idea will lie entertained 
and the officers may take harm because 
of this miscarriage of justice. 
The hope is still to lie entertained that 
Creighton will appear on sentence day, for 
there are so many crooks and turns and 
crevices of escape in the criminal law that 
he may be induced to “ chance it,” as the 
phrase goes, and appear for sentence. If, 
however, he has fled it must he accepted 
as a confession of guilt and the righteous­ 
ness of the verdict, and though this is 
small satisfaction, since he escapes punish­ 
ment, still it will have some effect in 
checking the infamous crime of tampering 
with juries. 


I t is difficult to understand why there 
should be any concern about the selection 
of Commander Rea by the Grand Army to 
be its chief executive officer for one year. 
There is nothing whatever to justify the 
charge of General Stoneman, for instance, 
that there was “politics in it.” The Grand 
Army majority voted for Rea, as it had a 
right to do, and that is all there Ls of it. 
That General Slocum was a foremost Gen­ 
eral in the war does not of necessity give 
ground for the belief that he was beaten 
by improper influences. 
The Grand 
Army is a private association; it chooses 
its officers according to its own laws and 
regulations, and it is the business of no one 
why it selects one man in preference to an­ 
other. Rea had the most friends in the 
Convention; they rallied from all the 
\\ est for a \\ estcrn man, and they out­ 
voted the Easterners as was their right to 
do. It is no reflection whatever on Gen­ 
eral Slocum that he was defeated. Equally 
as prominent men have run for the office 
and met defeat. At all events the idea 
that among army men who fought to crush 
one rebellion, a revolt can take place be­ 
cause the favorite of a minority was de­ 
feated for office in the association, is ab­ 
surd.

H. Sink, W . W. Madge and J. Rowell. 
A paper on “ The Society of Christian 
Endeavor and the Children in the Church,” 
was read by Rev. C. W. Hill. At the con­ 
clusion he submitted a resolution strongly 
indorsing these organizations and recom­ 
mending that the churches foster them, 
and have representatives from these organ­ 
izations attend future meetings of the Gen­ 
eral Association as delegates from the 
churches. After discussion of the subject 
by Revs. Barrows, Crawford, McLean, H. 
\V. Jones, \V. H. Scudder, W. W. Scudder, 
W ikoff and Tenney, the resolution was re­ 
ferred to a committee consisting of Dr. 
Barrows, Rev. W . H . Scudder and Rev. C. 
W. Hill. 
Rev. John Thompson, of the Bible So­ 
ciety, Rev. H. P. Case, the State Superin­ 
tendent of the Congregational 
Sunday 
School and Publishing Company, Chaplain 
Scott. U.S.’A., Rev. A. C. Herrick, pastor 
Ilapstst Cavlsry Church, Sacramento, Rev. 
J. II. Garnett, of East Oakland, and P. D. 
Cade, of San Francisco, were invited to and 
accepted seats as corresponding members 
of the Association. 
Rev. Dr. Atkinson, of Portland, was in­ 
vited, and addressed the Association upon 
the mission work in Oregon aud Washing­ 
ton Territory. 
The subject of temperance, as considered 
by the report of the Perm anent Committee 
on Temperance W ork, was discussed at 
different times during the forenoon session, 
and finally the action of the Association 
last year was reaffirmed, and a resolution 
adopted indorsing the law recently passed 
requiring that the effects of alcoholic li­ 
quors on the hum an system be taught in 
the public schools. 
Reports were received from the San 
Francisco churches showing a condition of 
progress and substantial growth. 
The Committee on Publication of Min­ 
utes offered resolutions which were adopt­ 
ed, to provide for payment due the Na­ 
tional C ouncil; also "to procure list of 
churches in Southern California Associa­ 
tion for publication in minutes of this 
General Association, and that anv funds 
left after paying the National Council and 
for expenses of this Association be turned 
over to the fund for needy ministers and 
their families. 
The special committee appointed at the 
last general Association to inquire into the 
workings of the Law and Order Leagues, 
made its report. 
The committee stated 
that the League was formed in 1882, and 
that there are now over 700 of these or­ 
ganization, with an aggregate membership 
of over one hundred thousand. The pur­ 
pose of the League is the enforcement of 
ilie laws for regulation of the liquor traffic 
and other evils, by offering organized sup­ 
port to the officers, whose duty it is to en­ 
force them. This support is given under 
the spirit of Burke’s maxim. " When b al 
men conspire, good men must combine.” 
The report of the committee simply gave 
the purpose and work of the League, which 
was shown by instances cited to have been 
efficient, but made no recommendations. 
It was accepted and ordered printed. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Tlio business of the Association was re­ 
sumed at 2 v. m., after an hour and a half 
spent at repast and social union in the 
church parlors, as guests oi the ladies of 
the First Congregational Society. 
Rev. Mr. Merriman, of Santa Cruz Bap­ 
tist Church, was received as a correspond­ 
ing member of the Association. 
The interests of the Hopkins Academy 
and Pacific Theological Seminary were 
then presented by Hon. J. M. Havens, who 
read the Treasurer’s report. Rev. W. \V. 
Scudder presented the report of the Exam ­ 
ining Committee, and the same was ac­ 
cepted. 
Rev. Dr. McLean spoke concerning the 
outlook of the institution, believed that by 
1897 it will have five endowed professor­ 
ships, 45 students, 6,000 books in the li­ 
brary, and a live years' course for the stu­ 
dents. 
'The senior graduate of the Seminary, 
Rev. \V. H. Pascoe. presented with feeling 
rem arks souvenirs of remembrance to Drs. 
Benton and Mooar, Professors of the Semi­ 
nary. Rev. W. If. Locke, another graduate, 
offered a fervent prayer for the Seminary 
and all connected with it. 
Rev. W. W. Scudder then presented the 
report of the visitors of the Hopkins Acad­ 
emy, and was followed by Revs. Jewett, 
Willey, Moore and Benton in brief re­ 
marks. 
Rev. W. W. Scudder then read a paper 
on “ Giving,” which, on motion, together 
with the paper of Rev. C. W. H ill on 
“ Christian Endeavor Societies,” was re­ 
quested for publication. 
The following were chosen as visitors to 
the Seminary and Academy : Rev. W . W. 
Madge, Rev. A. F . Hitchcock. Rev. Mr. 
Cooke and Messrs. E. Coleman and Joseph 
Hutchinson. 
Following were appointed perm anent 
Committee on Temperance : Revs. M. W il­ 
lett, S. D. Belt and C. F. Clapp, and Messrs. 
Joseph Hutchinson and J. N. Moose. 
After a devotional exercise, of thirty m in­ 
utes, conducted by Rev. Dr. Mooar, the 
claims of The Pacific were presented by 
Hon. J. M. Havens. H e was followed witli 
brief rem arks from W. H . Tubbs, I. P. 
Rankin, G. H. Atkinson and Dr. Benton, 
who thought the denominational paper of 
the coast should be liberally supported. 
Rev. Dr. Mooar and Rev. W. C. Pond 
were appointed a committee to select the 
place for holding the next meeting of the 
Association. 
The Association then, at 5:30 r. m., ad­ 
journed to 8:30 this morning.

G e n e ra l H o w a rd 's A d d ress. 
The address of General 0 . O. Howard, 
delivered at the annual meeting of the 
Home Missionary Society, is substantially 
as follows: 
The Secretary of our Home Missions 
came in to see me two days ago about Corn­ 
ing to this conference. H e said : 
“ We 
cannot spare you, we cannot spare a man. 
W hat would you have thought, General, 
during the great war, right in the midst of 
the conflict, when the struggle was the 
hardest and the cause was banging in the 
balance, to have had an order come from 
W ashington calling a halt all along the 
bne because the funds had been exhausted? 
Well,” lie declares, “ that is just our con­ 
dition, the condition of those who are 
waging the Lord's battle on the front line 
along this coast.” 
“ W hat do you mean, doctor, by 'such a 
figure? I do not understand you.” " 
“ I mean. General, just this : The order 
from tho New York office of the Home 
Missionary Society is ‘Take np no new 
work ! ’ and just now, when at least eight 
new churches are springing ud and calling 
for a little aid—and the aid that must be 
had at this time. 
And, then, General, you 
know something of the needs of moral 
teaching, of Christian teaching among the 
multitudes of children and youths that are 
growing up, that are healthful, and physi­ 
cally so headstrong. Is it time to call a 
halt—a bait all along the line ?” 
Now the doctor went further. 
H e said 
men have fought for this country. 
Thou­ 
sands huvegiven their lives,other thousands 
are living broken in 
constitution and 
maimed for life. They have preserved our 
institutions, at least’ the form of them. 
W hy, this nation so preserved is the hope 
of the world. But are not the pure family, 
the church of Christ and the schools the 
foundation 
institutions 
on which 
the 
structure rests? 
Throw into the doctor's 
plea all his feeling and earnestness, and 
yon have the whole case. 
How can I add 
anything to strengthen the appeal ? I have 
come in the face of other calls to duty, to 
transfer the doctor’s warm appeal from my­ 
self to each of you who are here present. 
Consider the question : 
“ Is it time to call 
a halt in the Home Mission field?” 
If no, 
no it is not 1 if that be the answer. 
Then 
let each man and woman inquire seriously, 
wliat can I do? or scripturallv, Lord what 
wilt Thou have me to do? 
I have a dear 
good friend in San Francisco, whose heart 
is all on fire with zeal in the cause of 
religion. He penetrates every nook and 
corner of San Francisco. H e talks with 
merchants, clerks, workingmen, with the 
good and tho bad, both men and women. 
His hair is now silvered with age, yet his 
eye is not dim, nor his natural’ force 
abated. He, too, like our Secretary, comes 
to me and sometimes sits or stands with 
me if a little side room of the office. 
His 
discourse always takes on a ueculiar form. 
“ You do not begin to know,” he de­ 
clares, “ the bottom needs of this city and 
this coast. W hy, the men from ’49 to ’60 
came hither tor gold. The large majority 
of tnem were here without family lies. So 
you see two things were sooti in their 
tuinds—one gold, l. e. wealth and what 
goes with it, and the other was the gratifi­ 
cation of appetite and passion. Now look; 
how can you expect the decendnnts, the 
boys and girls, to be other than they are? 
They lawfully inherit their proclivities.” 
He says something has to be done, when a 
boy has heard only the talk about money, 
how to make it, how to keep it, what grand 
luxuries of living come through this chan­ 
nel. You must somehow start his thoughts 
in new directions. He says, with feeling: 
“ We mourn because hundreds of bovs go 
out to play ball and other games on'Suu- 
day, and lose the benefit of the rich in­ 
struction at the church or at home, with no 
restraint and no apparent compunctions of 
conscience about the matter. We hear 
among them swearing and cursing and low 
language which indicate a low grade of 
morals. 
“ We mourn because large multitudes of 
youth of both sexes, in gay attire, go off on 
Sunday excursions where there is drink­ 
ing, gambling, dancing and feasting, with 
bands of music discoursing the merry 
waltzes. 
We mnurn because the play­ 
houses and brothels are filled on the Sab­ 
bath with onr young people. 
We nionrn 
more to see the early signs of dissipation in 
the eyes and faces of our young men be­ 
cause the alleys leading out of our main 
streets are given up to wanton vice, where 
disease and death set in upon youth fiom 
16 to 20; where boys from Eo-’called good 
families, and sometimes little girls, are 
drawn in by the deceptive glitter ot vicious 
inhabitants. 
“ We mourn 
because 
the 
churches, 
though many in number, take in such a 
small proportion of our men and of our 
young people. And when we go out ol the 
city we find that profanity and license pre­ 
vail ; that it is popular to fear neither God 
nor man ; that soldiers in the army, young 
men on the railways and stage lines, sailors 
on the steamers and sailing vessels, and 
employes at country and village hotels, and 
many, many more, use habitually profane 
oaihs, care little for purity of language or 
conduct; that whole districts arc infidel, 
and that with infidelity goes a disregard of 
the sacred marriage relation; that men and 
women are divorced from slight and insuf­ 
ficient cause, and that husband and -wife 
separate forever without any other reason 
than the demands of unholy passion. 
We 
mourn to see San Quetin and other prisons 
so full of men and women—ves, of boys 
and girls, for there are a large number there 
from 16 to 25 years of age. 
“ We mourn because of millions of 
money squandered in gambling specula­ 
tions; because young men cannot be trusted 
as cashiers and clerks; because heads of 
firms are half distracted over the pettv ab­ 
sorptions of trusted messengers ; and ex­ 
press managers arc robbed or betrayed on 
all stage lines and railroad trains by tbeir 
own men. W e mourn to see the houses 
which have become the nurseries and cen­ 
ters of crime, fostered by the General Gov­ 
ernm ent with its respectable license: its 
carte blanche for pouring strong drink in 
streams through the mountains and valleys 
of the land, so that the influence of its 
vapor or its draughts cannot be escaped. 
Yes, we mourn, because of the low stand­ 
ard of home life that is creeping into fam­ 
ilies without Bible teaching, prayer book 
or prayer; where religion is distasteful and 
good knowledge is despised.” 
It is not a pleasant picture that my zeal­ 
ous friend with earnest eyes aud emphatic 
voice presents. A hundred voices cry out, 
Oh, that is too bad ! It is not so bad as 
that on this coast. Think of our wealth ; 
see our great railroad princes ; notice our 
superb clim ate; behold our commerce; 
view our splendid cities : there m ust have 
been some virtue to produce ail this. 
Yes, 
my friends; but let us be loyal to truth as 
well as devoted to duty. A few weeks 
since I heard Chaplain Potter, at Fort Bid- 
well, in a sermon say in substance: 
No 
man is as bad as his worst act would indi­ 
cate; nor as good as his purest thought 
would imply. I 8pp!y the same form of 
idea to society. 
No society is as good as the conduct of 
its best men and women would indicate; 
nor so bad a3 the thoughts of the low and 
vile woaid imply, but home missions have 
to do with tendencies. The venerable Sec 


retary and also my xealous reformer want 
to correct the tendencies. They have an idea 
that the seed of Solomon's wisdom once 
in the mind of a man or woman or child 
will germinate. 
Now I have gotten imbedded in my very 
soul a similar th o u g h t: it is, that every 
soul may be revolutionized by the Divine 
Spirit acting upon the Divine Word. 
For 
example, plant this divine sentence in the 
m in d : “ Whosoever will let him come and 
partake of the water of life freely.” 
Now 
let the warmth of God’s Spirit quicken it, 
and the air and the sunlight of the same 
Spirit cause it to grow. 
In time it will bear 
fruit, and the fruit will he good. 
Father Roan and his coadjutors in the 
Sandwich Islands tried that method faith­ 
fully, and thousands came out of darkness 
into the light—out of discontent into con­ 
tent; and in spi’e of the sowing of Satan 
and his friends, for they have strewn their 
false principles most diligently, much of 
the good fruitage remains. 
Duncan of England went to British 
Alaska, and took a most unpromising field. 
He sowed the same seed, i. e , planted Bible 
truths. 
Behold whole tribes converted to 
God, and all the beautiful fruits of a true 
civilization made manifest. 
How apply th is? Shall we call a halt? 
No. The ground is rough, the hills and 
mountains are covered with rocks, and 
many valleys appear barren ; 
hut the soil 
is rich. Great labor is needed to open the 
fields and prepare them, but it will pay you 
for the labor. 
Let us do what we can, and 
cry aloud to God to send us all needed help, 
all needed reinforcements of money and 
men, that the enemy of good may not pre­ 
vail.

FIRE COMMISSIONERS. 
The B earing of C harges A galnatthe Chief 
C ontinued U ntil Tuesday. 
A meeting of the Board of Fire Com­ 
missioners was held at their office yesterday 
afternoon, for the purpose of investigating 
charges against officers of the department. 
The meeting was called for 3 o'clock, but 
Commissioner Slater not putting in an ap­ 
pearance the two other members of the 
Board waited for him. At half-past 3 
Commissioner Wiel said he would step over 
to Mr. Slater’s place of business and hunt 
him up. He soon returned, saying that he 
found Mr. Slater but the latter declined to 
attend. The Board was then called to order 
by President Griffiths who stated its ob­ 
jects. He then asked if any one present 
had charges to present against Chiet Engi­ 
neer Sullivan. 
City Attorney Hart, who was present, 
stated that the City Trustees had referred 
certain affidavits to him which chareed the 
Chief with having received funds for city 
property which had never found its way 
into the City Treasury. The reference of 
these papers to him was. as he understood, 
so that he could draw up and present 
charges. He had not had time to do so. 
and should not present charges until he 
was able to marshal his proofs so as to sub­ 
stantiate them. If the examination of the 
CLiet was as to his fitness to hold the office, 
then he had nothing to do with it. The 
only thing the Trustees desire is to see if 
any money belonging to the city bad been 
held back, aDd, if so, then it was the City 
Attorney's place to try and recover it. 
After some talk with the members of the 
Board it was finally agreed to postpone the 
matter until Tuesday evening next at 
7:30 o’clock, in order that the City Attorney 
might be able to prepare the necessary 
papers and get the necessary proofs. 
Chief Sullivan, who was present, stated 
that the leason he did not go before the 
Board of Trustees was that one of the 
members of that Board had already con- 
derned him, and was going around town 
saying that he was guilty. 
Frank E. Meyers, a witness in the case 
who cannot be present at the next meeting, 
was sworn and stated that he was ac­ 
quainted with J. W. Grace of Folsom. 
About a year ago Grace came to Sacra­ 
mento and disposed of a horse. On his 
return to Folsom Meyers asked him what 
he had done with his horse, and he replied 
that he had sold him to the Sacramento 
Paid Fire Department for $250. 
This is the horse that it is claimed only 
$200 was paid for. and for which the city 
was charged $250. 
The further hearing of the Sullivan 
charges was then continued to Tuesday 
and the case of Richard Corsaw was taken 
up.Mr. Grifhtts stated to Mr. Corsaw that 
he had been cited to appearand show cause 
why he should not be dismissed from the 
service. 
Mr. Corsaw denied having been drunk 
and asked to see charges in writing so as 
to know who preferred them. He said 
be claimed the right, even if he was a 
member of the Fire Department, of resent­ 
ing an insult. 
Mr. Weil said no charges had been form­ 
ally preferred, but it had been published in 
the papers and it was common street talk 
that there bad been a disgraceful street 
fight. He did not see it, but com­ 
mon report said it was caused by 
drunkenness, and it was of sueb public 
notoriety that it should be investigated. 
Mr. Corsaw asked for time to get wit­ 
nesses, and Mr. Weil moved to continue 
this case also to next Tuesday evening. 
Gus Church, a witness for Corsaw, who 
was present, stated that be could not be 
present at that date, and so bis testimony 
was taken. He was present at the fight 
and described Corsaw as being highly ex­ 
cited, liable to strike anyone who touched 
him, but did not think he was drunk. He 
was not acquainted with Corsaw, but at the 
request of the latter's wife, who was pres­ 
ent, endeavored to persuade Corsaw to go 
Lome. 
A Bold C hallenge. 
The Rkcord-Union is in receipt of a 
letter from C. Meyer, Secretary of the 
Range Committee of Company C (National 
Guard, San Francisco), First Infantry Regi­ 
ment, Second Brigade, N. G. C., with a re­ 
quest on behalf of the old National Guard, 
one of the crack companies of San Fran­ 
cisco, to extend a challenge on behalf of 
that company to Company G of Sacra­ 
mento ( Captain Hall), of the First Artill­ 
ery Regiment, Fourth Brigade, N. G. C., 
for a target contest. The Nationals denom­ 
inate the score of Company G, recently 
made at the official target practice^ as phe­ 
nomenal, and add that since Company C 
claiin3 to be the champions in shooting, it 
cannot permit Company G to outdo it 
without a match contest. Mr. Meyer adds, 
addressing Company G, “ We do hereby 
challenge your company to shoot a match 
with a team of from six to twenty men, 
for the sum ot $25U a side, the conditions 
of the match to be as follows : 
' First—That the participants in the 
match must have been bona fide active 
members on the 31st day of August, 1887. 
“ Second—Number of shots to be teu per 
man at 200 yards, under Creedmoor 
rules, each company to shoot at their 
respective range, two sighting shots to be 
allowed each man, and each company to be 
allowed two representatives or more at the 
other’s range. The match to be with regu­ 
lation Springfield muskets, open sights, six 
pound pull of trigger, off hand. 
“ Third—Match to be shot before the first 
of November, 1S87. The money to be de­ 
posited one week before the match takes 
place, in the hands of a stake-bolder here­ 
after to be agreed upon.” 
It would appear that there is nothing for 
Company G to do but to accept, polish up 
their weapons, go into practice on the 
agreed range, and before the month closes 
take the conceit out of the National Guard. 
Company C, so effectually, that it will be 
inclined to drape its handsome armory on 
Post street, San Francisco, in deep mourn­ 
ing-

Fire L.ast Night. 
At 8:15 last evening an alarm of fire was 
sent in from box 24. It proved to he caused 
by a fire in tho cottage residence of F. M. 
Toler, at the southeast corner of Eleventh 
and C streets, the house fronting on east 
side of Eleventh. Mr. Toler was dressing 
in his bedroom, and had occasion to set a 
coal oil lamp upon a dressing case, when 
by some mishap the lamp fell over and in 
an instant, the oil running over the floor, 
the room was in flames. In a very brief 
time, a strong wind prevailing, the house 
was in full possession of the fire. When 
the department arrived, though the engines 
came with great promptness. Chief Engi­ 
neer Sullivan saw that it was an hopeless 
task to attempt to save the building. 
Whatever could be accomplished, however, 
was done, and the department prevented 
any of the houses near at hand from ignit­ 
ing. A portion of the household furniture 
of Mr. Toler was saved. His insurance is 
$800 on the building and $450 on the con­ 
tents, and the two sums will probably 
cover the loss. The policies are in the 
Firemen’s and in the Home Investment 
Companies. 
Just as the work at the fire was finished 
the Department was called by an alarm to 
Thirteenth and J streets. But box 23 had 
not been opened, and no key was in the 
lock, as there must have been had the sig­ 
nal been given in the box. There was do 
fire, and probably the alarm was accident­ 
ally caused by the striking of the wires in 
the high wind ttiat prevailed. Any other 
theory implies purposeful tampering with 
the wires.

The average signal service temperature 
yesterdry was 63°. being the same as the 
normal for that day. The highest and low­ 
est temperature was 73° and 52°, with brisk 
northerly winds and clear weather. The 
wind at times reached a maximum velocity 
of twenty-four miles per hour ; barometer 
steady, though having a downward ten­ 
dency. 
A gentleman down from Placerville yes­ 
terday says the railroad from Shingle 
Springs is being pushed with much vigor. 
Over 1,000 ir.en are engaged in the work. 
The tunnel two and a half miles east of 
Shingle Springs is being driven from both 
ends. He says the railroad company say 
the road will be completed to Placerville 
by January 1st. 
Yesterday afternoon the little daughter 
of Samuel Harvey was peering into a 
hatchway on Seventh street, near J, when 
she lost her footing and fell in, striking on 
the side of her head and receiving some 
severe scalp wounds. 
The hatchway is 
that used by the China Hall crockery store, 
and men at the time were engaged in 
lowering some goods. 
A correspondent writing from El Dorado 
says: “ We are informed that there are 
about one hundred white men and three 
or four hundred Chinamen working on the 
extension of the railroad, and this number 
is being increased every day.

She has had for xxne of her patients here a 
grizzled and skeptical sea captain, and as 
sea captains may always be believed, ex- 
cejxt about the sea serpent, his ease ought 
to settle it. 
The m ariner was completely 
laid uj) with his ailing knees, and the Ja p ­ 
anese woman was sent for. 
She claimed 
to see the movement of the parasite un­ 
der the skin, ordered foot-baths of bran 
and liot rice brandy, and came another day 
with a little steel hook ami nijxped small 
white insects out by th e xlo/.en. 
Ey the 
stories, it must be a large white flea, 
for one 
of them 
when 
brought out 
to 
the 
surface 
made 
a 
sjxring 
and was lost to sight. 
One of the bystand­ 
ers felt a sting and the next day had a sore 
place on his arm, and cutting into it, it was 
founxl th at the rheumatism hug was there, 
burrowing like a tiek. 
The regular prac­ 
titioners are still skcjitical about this new 
theory of rheumatism. 
They jmt one of 
the insects under a microscope and decided 
that, hy its organism, it never could have 
livx’d under the surface of the skin away 
from the air, and that she must have car­ 
ried it under her linger nail and produced 
it at the jirojxer moment. 
To this the sea 
captain enters vigorous denial. 
H e savs 
th at she has taken the insects from his 
knees and ankles by the hundreds now, and 
that all have been killed in his sight, and 
that he is. growing better and can feel the 
relief after each treatm ent. 
A deaf man 
was persuaded to go to her after suffering 
pain in his ears, aud she promptly took a 
dozen or more parasites from one ear. The 
idea was so repulsive to the man th at he 
would not continue the treatm ent.

who believe in the woman and her strange 
discovery ar« anxious to have her go to 
Tokio ami be made famous and given a 
chance to operate upon tin: Mikado, who 
sutlers grievously from “ kakke,” a disease 
of the legs peculiar to Jajxun, and some­ 
thing akin to rheumatism in its excruci­ 
ating paim— Naya.'ki Corrff&tndeniSt.

In a letter from Miss Frances K. W ill­ 
ard, published in the- Voice, upon the out­ 
look of the temperance cause itx Tennessee, 
sin says Judge Kast recently gave very 
pithily the "personal liberty” argument 
used by the saloon advocates. 
They say 
to the colored people: “ We are the only 
lxxen in favor of the personal liberty of the 
colored race. 
There is but one place in 
Tennessee where you meet whit, men on 
terms of social equality, and that is in onr 
saloons. 
If this law passes, the white 
man will still have his liqtn r. for he has 
meney and ean get it smuggled in ; hut 
you will lose your last hold on equality 
and personal lilxerty. 
If you want a drink 
you must then go to the physician for a 
prescription, and it costs a dollar; go to 
the druggist to get it tilled, and that will 
isxs! another dollar : while you ean get a 
straight drink of whisky with us at fifteen 
cents.” 
Judge Kast said that his ordinary replv 
to this argument was th at he hod known 
colored men In invest half tin ir week’s 
wuflis iri this “ liberty at fifteen cents a 
drink," and then go home, beat their wives 
and abuse their children. He thought that 
the personal liberty in the home was quite 
as important a- the personal liberty in the 
dram shop. 
Itx speaking of 
the “ four-mile law.” 
which forbids the opening of xx saloon 
within four miles 
of an incorporated 
school, Miss W illard said that, with the 
exception of the county seats, prohibition 
is the rule throughout the Htnte. 
The 
four-mile law unfortunately applied only 
to areas outside of municipalities, hut that 
140 towns had surrendered their charters 
to the Legislature ir. order to take advan­ 
tage of its provisions

Let us not Ik- misunderstood, however- 
There is undoubtedly in social evolution 
something more and higher than we have 
described, but which does not concern us 
here, except to guard against misconstruc­ 
tion.

1 n true or ma­ 
terial evolution natural law works for the 
betterm ent of the whole, utterly regardless 
of the elevation of tin- individual, :uul 
the individual contributes to the advance­ 
ment of the whole quite unconsciously 
while striving only for his own betterment. 
This unconscious evolution by natural law 
inherited from tlm anim al kingdom is con­ 
spicuous enough in society, especially in its 
early stage-, but wc would make a” great 
mistake if wc imagined, as some do, that 
this is all. 
Besides the unconscious evolu­ 
tion by natural laws, inherited from below, 
there is a higher evolution, inherited from 
above, indissolubly connected with man’s 
spiritual nature—a conscious, voluntary 
striving of the best members of the social 
aggregate for the betterm ent of the whole 
—a conscious, voluntary striving both of 
the individual and of society toward a 
recognized ideal. 
In the one kind of evo­ 
lution the fittest are those most in har­ 
mony with the environment, and which 
therefore always survive ; in the other, the 
fittest arc those most in harmony w ith the 
ideal, and which olten do not survive.—

THE C lIIStH BUG IX ILLINOIS. 


B r ie f A c c o u n t o f Itx R a v a g e* a n ti o f 
R e m e d ia l M ea su re» A d o p ted . 
Dr. S._ A. Forbes, State Entomologist, 
has just issued* bulletin upon the present 
condition of chinch bugs in Illinois, and 
the prospects of injury by them next sea­ 
son, which ought to be in the hands of 
every farmer in the State. 
We select such 
paragraphs as are of most general and 
practical interest. 
Of the present condi- 
tion, Dr. F. w rites; 
“ F or three successive years the chinch 
bug has been extraordinarily destructive in 
Southern Illinois, gradually extending the 
area of its investment until now it oceu- 
jxies there the largest part of thirty coun­ 
ties. 
Kejxorts of its occurrence in Iowa, 
Minnesota ami \\ isconsin led us itx July to 
a careful search for it ir. N orthern Illi­ 
nois; 
and there also, especially in the 
counties of Lake, Winnebago, Stephen­ 
son 
and 
Lee, it 
was 
found 
locally 
numerous, 
and 
occasionally 
decidedly 
injurious 
to 
corn and oats adjoining 
wheat and barley. It has freely bred there 
this season, in both winter and spring 
wheat, and in barley ; and, as these ripen­ 
ed, has made its way on foot into corn and 
oats adjoining. 
From some of the west­ 
ern counties of the State, 
noticeably 
from Rock Island county, it is also rc- 
poru-d present in gre^. numbers, injuri­ 
ous to botii wheat anil corn: anil many 
correspondents 
throughout central and 
western Illinois have notified me of its ap­ 
pearance in numbers to attract attention 
and to threaten serious injury. 
“ The weather conditions in northern, 
southern and western Illinois last year, 
and throughout the State this season, have 
been eminently favorable to the m ultipli­ 
cation of the chinch-bug; and il then- con­ 
tinue unchanged there is great danger that 
the larger jiart of the State may be over­ 
run by it another season. 
In other words, 
the agricultural interest of this State is 
threatened with a loss of jxossihly fifty 
million dollars in a single year—a condi­ 
tion of aitairs w hich'clearly constitutes an 
emergency calling for the use of every re­ 
source of knowledge, enterprise and indus­ 
try which etui he brought to bear; but 
especially demanding intelligent joint ac­ 
tion on a common plan of defense. 
W hile 
individual farmers may separately protect 
their crops to a considerable extent, they 
may by timely, concerted action almost 
completely defend whole neighborhoods at 
a relatively small expense. 
Many meas­ 
ures which are useless after an outbreak 
has reached unmanageable proportions, 
may be quite sufficient to arrest mischief 
at the start.” 
Dr. Forbes discusses remedial measures 
under 
three leads, 
viz: 
Agricultural 
methods, barriers against migration and 
direct destruction. 
Under the first are 
discussed clean and diversified farming; 
temporary abandonment, in corn districts, 
of small grain, especially whcatand barley;
